! The rainfall on the evening of June 7 
I was probably unexpected, but was not 
' unusual for the month of June. During 
; nine of the previous seventeen seasons 
; there was more or less rain in June. 

I The heaviest fall was 1.48 inches in June, 

I 1899. In June, 1897, 1901 and 1905, there 
I was a minimum record of one hundredth 
I of an inch. 

I The rainfall during the season 1905- 
■ 1906 was more evenly distributed than 
I during the current season. Last season 
I the heaviest rainfall (18.40 inches) was 
: in March. This season about 66 per 
I cent of the rainfal l in the mo n ths of 
' December, 1906, (11.82 inches) and Jan¬ 
uary, 1907, (15.49 inches). InMay, 1906, 
there was a fall of 2.33 inches as against 
j only six-hundredths of an inch in 1907. 
There was also a deficiency in April, 
1907, as compared with 1906. This no 
doubt accounts for the fact that the flow 
I of the mountain streams has diminished 
earlier this season. The Little Santa 
Anita Canyon stream wa.*" lower on the 
first of the present month than it was in ■ 
July of last year. 

It is noteworthy that the season of 
1906-07 is the last of three consecutive 
seasons of excessive rainfall. It has
